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such appropriation shall be in full settlement for all services
performed by Allan D. Conover in connection with the construe-
tion of said industrial home, and that there shall be no further
or additional charges by him in connection therewith upon any
contract or contracts heretofore entered into.

CHAPTER 108.

AN ACT to create a new subsection of section 20.01 of the stat-
utes, relating to compensation of the officiating chaplains of
the senate and assembly, and making appropriations.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. There is appropriated from the general fund to
the officiating chaplains of the second special session of 1918 the
sum of three dollars for each day of such service, to be paid on
the certificates of the chief clerks of the senate and assembly,
respectively, showing the amounts to which each such chaplain
is entitled.

SectioN 2. There is added to section 20.01 of the statutes a
new subsection to be numbered and to read: (20.01) (11) To
the officiating chaplains of the senate and assembly the sum of
three dollars for each such day of service, to be paid on the cer-
tificates of the chief clerks of the senate and assembly, respec-
tively, showing the amounts to which each such chaplain is en-
titled.

SectioNn 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
